HOTEL BIKERS. 
Not every man in tile world can keep a boul. 
I Not every person knows how to keep a first- 
class hotel and nuke money thereby. Of late 
[ year! tavern keeping has become a si lence, 
not so much for the inventing of comforts for 
those who travel from their own homes to 
make temporary ones in hostelries, but for the 
I enrichment of landlords who are after the first, 
the last and the middle of the almighty dollar. 
AU over the country are to be found, in so­ 
called number 
b-1- 
. i !a.-d of "pikers” 
whose bu.sine.-H is to make money for Hie land­ 
lord or for themselves, as clerks or cashiui i, by 
a knock-down or beating system alike duhon- 
[ est or contemptible. 
Every man likes a good hotel, and is witling 
| to pay fair charges; but no man, no matter 
j whether he is a sjKjrting gentleman, busine-* 
i man or a perqpn traveling for pleasure, cares 
[to bo beat out of various sums, from fifty cents 
to several dollars, according to the length of 
[his stay at a hotel, simply for the enrichment 
of the clerk, cashier or proprietor of the estab­ 
lishment. 
Not long since,at one of the first-class hotels 
tin New York, a friend of ours, on settling his 
hill, found himself charged with four b o ttle- of 
[wine, three extra dinners and two days’ extra 


I board. 
The extortion was so great that, con- 
ftrary to his usual custom of never questioning 
■ board buts, he ventured to call the attention 
of the cashier of the establishment to the fact 
that he had arrived at the hotel on the 29tb 
instead of the 28th, as charged, whereupon Iii* 
clerk with most obsequious bow, apologized 
for the error. Then said the gentleman: 
I. “I have had no extra dinners—no persons 
to dine with me.” 
' “ Very strange," said the clerk, “I don’t see 
how that mistake could have occurred. 
But, 
as you have not, of course it should not be 
charged to you. ” 
"I did not have four bottles of wine; nor 
have I had any wine. You will. therefore, please 
•trike that charge from the bill.” 
“Singular,” replied the clerk; “somebody 
must have made a mistake here.” 
The bill was settled after two-thirds of the 
charges were stricken of!. 
A few days since a party of five i>ersona 
•topped at th e 
House, Chicago, reach­ 
ing that hotel about nine o'clock a. rn., and 
leaving at four in the afternoon, having break­ 
fast and dinner. The writer hereof, on step­ 
ping to the office to settle the bill, found tbs 
persons charged with full day's board and 
room, with one dollar extra for fires, and on# 
dollar and a half for an extra dinner, when 
there had been no fire in the rooms and no ex­ 
tra dinners furnished. It was but a small beat, 
so far as the extras were concerned, only two 
dollars and a half; but nevertheless, sn at­ 
tempt on the part of one of these hotel pikers 
to knock down a little for the benefit of some 
one. 
A gentleman dislikes to quarrel with his 
I andlord, or dispute a bill when a number of 
persons are standing around, unless lie lie con­ 
sidered a sort of penny mite, a stickler for 
trifles, or a person anxious to ‘‘shave’’ his way 
through the world instead of paying like a man 
So it is that thousands of travellers at hotels 
are charged for full day when they have stop­ 
ped At tho place no more than half a day, or 
so much for fires, extra dinners and such little 
I terns not had or received by them. 
Rather 
than run the risk of being considered small or 
quarrelsome, they submit to these embezzle- 
Bionts, when their duty, if not to themselv >s, 
to others is to protest and stand for their rights 
even at the risk of being considered small in 
money matters. 
A.t th e 
House in Cleveland, where we 
were stopping not long since, after feeing 
every porter, bell boy or waiter who even look­ 
ed at us, on leaving we were followed to the 
carriage by the porter of the house. He 
opened the carriage door, aud after we were 
seated, said it was customary to give the por­ 
ter a half dollar on leaving, and that a "thank 
you” was played out. 
Not wishing to break 
in upon a time honored custom, the stamps 
were handed out, but whether divided with 
tho proprietors of the hotel, who thus suffer 
servants to insult travellers, or pocketed entire 
by the porter, will ever remain a mystery. 
At one hotel in California, an hour or ao 
after our arrival, the landlord sent up a plate 
of grapes, with his compliments. 
They were 
very delicious; quite refreshing-but not more 
so than his charge of one dollar and a half for 
the same when the time came for settling the 
bill. Inasmuch aa there was not to exceed a 
pound of grapes on the plate, worth at the 
iruit store near by not to exceed ton cento, the 
compliment of the thing was appreciated, fig­ 
uratively speaking. 
Hotels in the West are, if anything, more 
ravenous in Uwu sppeUtee than those of the 


East; charges are higher, while as a general 
thing the fare is much poorer. 
In nearly all 
of the Western villages of two thousand inhabi­ 
tants and upward, hotel rates ure from three 
to four dollars per day, while the accommoda­ 
tions are, in a majority of instances, simply 
damnable. 
At three flret-class price house# a 
man will find a dirty room, with a coating of 
everything, a pitcher full of dirty, ropey water, 
holding in place a pint or more of sediment 
which has stood in the pitcher for months 
owing to Hie laziness of the chamber-maid or 
carelessness of the housekeeper. The windows 
will be dirty, towels small, and, ns a general 
thing, not more than one towel to last two per­ 
sons for twenty-four hours.. 
If a person 
rooms alone he will beeharged fifty cents extra 
per day for fires. 
If two persons occupy the 
same room the charge for Urea will be doubled. 
Then come in charges for all sorts of extras, 
till the traveller, ujioii settling his bill, is forci­ 
bly struck with the idea that he is buyiug the 
hotel instead of paying for a few days' accom­ 
modation threat. 
But all this could be got 
along with were the food properly cooked aud 
served. We find at a majority of hotels, es­ 
pecially in the West, tough beefsteak, cooked 
till it is the consistency of car springs or india 
rubber shoes; bacon, with a little tepid lard 
or gravy; forks, with scales of eggs or soim- 
thing of that kind lietween the tines, left there 
by careless dish washers; coffee un fir for a hog 
to drink; milk watered till it is as blue as a 
whetstone; bread cut a week previous, and die 
most singular mix-ups anil compounds digni­ 
fied by the name of vegetables, cooked in old 
grease or butter so rancid that it can only be 
eaten when the strength and nastiness cab 
only be overcome by a liberal application of 
salt and pepper. 


First-class hotel keeping of late years has 
come to be more a system for robbing custom­ 
ers than lienefltting travellers. 
Therefore, 
when a good hotel is found it is well that trav­ 
elers should make a note thereof, not more for 
their own benefit than that of their fellow-suf- 
rers, who arc starved by Hie steward, begged 
poor by waiters, and swindled out of greater 
or less sums by the jewelry decked, hair oiled, 
perfumed exquisites, dignified fry the name of 
botel clerks, when, in reality, they ire nothing 
hut the commonest knout-down* or pikers, 
elevated to position on account of their cheek.

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Gardening for Invalids. 
There has litten a widespread idea that the 
culture of house plants was injurious to health; 
and, although they could be admitted to our 
living rooms, they must never bo allowed en­ 
trance into sleeping apartments, thus deter­ 
ring many invalids, who would delight to be­ 
guile their painful and monotonous life with 
their fragrance and beauty, from employing 
many of their idle hours in caring for them. 
The doctrine of plants throwing out enough 
carbonic acid gas at night to Injure humau life 
now considered unworthy of credence. 
Doubtless fragrant flowers might render theair 
too oppressive to a person in delicate health 
—indeod, strong perfumes of any kind are not 
desirable in sleeping rooms; but a stand of 
healtey, growing plants, a hanging basket or 
two, and pots of trailing vines can never prove 
an injury to a prisoner from outdoor life, but 
a great solace, comfort, and occupation. Those 
who have been confined to a sick-chamber in 
situations not commanding a view of the coun­ 
try often experience an intense longing for 
green lea vee and flowers. Let me beg of 
them to "give to the winds their fears,” and 
try for themselves, and prove tho fallacy of 
this popular superstillou. 
A few pots in the 
window will cheat pain and weariness of hair 
of their dominion. 
There is a large class of this world's suffer­ 
ers who can derive a refined pleasure from 
window gardening: and, iii contrast with 
their sorrows and privations, it will lend to 
them: 
— 
— 
doubt* charm, 
Like pearl* upon *n Etblop'* a ru ." 
Plants in a growing state absorb the oxygen 
gas of the atmosphere, and exhale carbonic 
acid. These art facts, and it is well known that 
oxygen is necessary to life, and carbonic acid 
Injurious to it; so the conclusion has been 
jumped at that plants In sleepiug-ruoms can­ 
not but exert a deleterious influence, 
But 
there is another equally conclusive fact—i. «., 
that plants feed on tho carbonic acid of the 
atmosphere, and are the chief instruments em­ 
ployed in the great laboratory of Nature for 
cleansing aud purifying it from the noxious 
exhalations of animal life. 
From the forests 
to the tiny blades of grass which force them­ 
selves up through the crevices of the city pave­ 
ments, every portion of verdure, is employed 
in disinfecting the atimrsphere. The suu's 
rays decomposes the carbonic acid when taken 
in by the leave*. 
Its carbon Is used in build­ 
ing up the structure of tho plant. At night 
this process ceases, and a small iwrtiou of car­ 
bonic acid is evolved by the plants, but not in 


s u c h quantities as to allect human life. All 
gardeners undertaud this; and Peter Hender­ 
son tells us, in his book on "Practical Flori­ 
culture," that he slept iu greenhouses for three 
wintery without the least iujury to ills health. 
Cleanliness is very essential in flower-cul- 
ture, and close attention must be given to 
keeping Hie pots, saucers, aud stands scrupu­ 
lously neat, often subjecting them to ablu­ 
tions. 
The plants should also be in perfect health; 
for, while growing vegetation is healthful, It 
becomes noxious when sickly or dead. All 
tLa dying leaves should bit removed, and all 
flowers before they have quite lost the trace of 
beauty, since the petals of some varieties be­ 
come unpleasant as soon as the prime of their 
brief life is passed. 
By attending to these simple regulations a 
sick chamber may have its windows adorned 
with flowers, without the slightest risk to the 
health of its occupant.
